GENERAL NEAR DEATH 


General William A. Wright, 
Ill at Home, Not Expected 
to Recover. 


General William A. Wright, for 
half a century comptroller-general of 
Georgia, is lying at the point of 
death at his home in Atlanta and his 
physicians state that there is little 


hope for ‘his recovery, it was learned 
at the capitol Thursday. Ever since 
the conclusion of the recent session 
of the legislature General Wright has 
been suffering with illness, due large- 
ly to the strain of his official duties 
during the session. He is almost 85 
years old and September 17 will 
mark the fiftieth anniversary of his 
servicé as state comptroller. 

During the War Betweén the 
States General Wright served with 
distin¢étion in several campaigns. He 
was severely wounded at the second 
battle of Manassas, his wound caus- 
ing the amputation of one of his legs. 
After his wounds healed he rejoined 
his brigade and served in_ several 
campaigns despite the loss of his 
limb. He was later captured and 
served 11 months as a prisoner of 
war. 

General Wright operated a farm 
for 12‘years after the war and then 
moved to Atlanta from Louisville, 
Ga., and entered the office of the 
state comptroller as land clerk? In 
1879 he was appointed comptroller- 
general by Governor A. H. Colquitt 
on the unanimous recommendation of 
the members of the state legislature. 
He has served in the office ever 
since and has had opposition for re- 
election on only two occasions.

In his letter, addressed to Judge 
Rainey personally, Wooten said he left 
the chaingang so that he might get 
work somewhere to make enough to 
pay lawyers to get him out of prison. 
He told of all his near relatives be- 
ing dead, except a sister who was un-

He thinks 
only of his berlines of the past, one 
white, the other blue, in which he 
drove King Edward VII, the queen 
of Holland, King Peter, of Serbia, 
and the Czar Alexander. M. Dou- 
mergue, marching with the times, sup- 
pressed the brilliant equipages at the 
Klysee. The old coachman has a great 
admiration for him, considering him 
a brave man with an irresistible smile;

When a parent comes to see you 
about her child, don’t put yourself on 
the defensive. If you have-done right 
—and it’s easy to assume fhat you 
intended to—all you have to do is to 
explain to the parent what you did 
and why you did it. But it is better 
to Jet the parent tell you what she 
thought you did and why she thought 
you did it. 

Givé.the parent a chance to set off 
the first explosion: that will relieve 
the parent immensely. - Then calmly 
explain the rules and methods of the 
school which exist and how her boy 
or girl got out of step. In fact, the 
parent will like che term “out of 
step”’ more than he. or she likes the 
word “disobey.” We all love to be 
in step. 

And finally, if you can get your 
children to know that you really like 
them, that you want to hear about 
'their trials as well ag their joys, they 
‘will do almost anything for you that 
|you wish them to do. The more they 
feel that they are in tune with you 
‘and.that you are in tune with them, 
ithe harder they will study and the 
| faster they will learn.

black fog of pessimism crept into im- 
portant speculative circles today, and 
leading shares were heavily liquidated 
on the stock market. Scores of stocks 
closed from 3 to 15 points lower. Sell- 
ing was in such volume that the day's 
total transactions again crossed the 
»,000,000-share mark. 

The heaviness of the market was 
generally attributed to the uncertain- 
ties of the credit situation. It has been 
rumored about Wall Street that ad- 
ministration circles in Washington re- 
gard the rapid increases in brokers’ 
loans «luring the past several weeks 
with some apprehension. The weekly 
meeting of the New York Federal 
Reserve bank this afternoon caused 
considerable nervousness. It was even 
rumored that the redisecount rate 
would again be increased. This rumor 
gained little credence in banking cir- 
cles and proved to be unfounded, but 
the federal reserve weekly brokerage 
loan compilation published after the 
close of the market was unexpectedly 


| disappointing. 


While the large amount of new in- 
vestment trust financing, including 
that of Blue Ridge Corporation, dur- 
ing the past week had dashed hopes 
of any substantial decline despite the 
heavy liquidation on the market dur- 
ing the past few days. Most estimates 
had indicated a small reduction. The 
increase of $120,000,000 was certain- 
ly a blow. Some traders professed to 
see in this that investment trusts, 
which generally hold stocks outright 
rather than on margin, had been large 
sellers. | 

A less gloomy aspect of the loan 
compilation was the disclosure that 
New York banks, which had been 
forced to increase their federal reserve 
borrowings t6 tide the market over 
the turn of the month, had been able 
to call $86,000,000 and pay off much 
of their borrowings. Corporations and 
individuals were again financing the 
market, having increased the loans for 
“others” $149,000,000, Out-of-town

032 DMIDEND 


Biddeford, Maine, September 12.— 
Earnings of the Pepperell Manufac- 
turing company were $10.32 per share 
for the year ending June 30, Russell 
H. Leonara, treasurer reported to the 
annual shareholders’ meeting here to- 
day. Earning for the previous 
year were $9.50. The company man- 
ufactures cotton goods. 

Net profits ‘increased from $1,026.- 
978 to $1,114,280. 

“The industry as a whole still suf- 
fers from overproduction due to an un- 
fortunate tendency to run as nearly 
full time as possible,” the report said. 
“in order to lower costs. The result 
is that, in spite of a fairly steady cot- 
ton market, the selling price of many 
fabrics is at or below the cost of 
production. There are a few nota 
ble exceptions such as printed fabrics 
which have grown in popularity faster 
than producers have lost wisdom.” 

Discussing the “continued growth 
and merease in power of the large 
groups which practice co-operative 
buying of cotton goods,” Mr. Leonar| 
said, “the manufacturers are in dan- 
ger of being caught between legal 
restrictions which prevent -their en- 
tering agreements among themselves to 
control production or to fix the price 
at which they will sell their goods, 
and the co-operative buying of groups, 
large and powerful enough to fix the 
price at which they will buy those 
goods. It would seem unlikely that 
an industry thus hampered can long 
pay adequate wages and dividends.”

SIONS COMPANY 
BUYS BERKEY AND GAY 


New York, September 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Simmons Company, interna- 
tional furniture manufacturers and 
distributors, have acquired the Ber- 
key & Gay Furniture Co., of Grand 
Rapids, Mieh., in a deal linking as- 
sets of. approximately $45,000,000 it 
was admitted today by an official of 
the Simmons company. 

Details of the transaction are as 
yet incomplete, it is understood, but 
an official announcement is expected 
in the course of a few days. 

The purchase price, or terms of ac- 


quisition, were not learned, but it is 


believed that the Simmons company 
will part with close to 315,000,000 to 
obtain the Grand Rapids concern. 

It is suggested in some circles that 
the deal will be completed through 
an exchange of common stock of the 
Simmons company for the common 
and preferred issues of the Berkey & 
Gay firm, and assumption on the part 
of the purchaser of Berkey & Gay’s 
funded debt which totaled $1,410,000 
as of December 31, 1928. Confirma- 
tion of this report could nof be ob- 
tained. 

The consolidation would provide an 
organization with annual sales of ap- 
proximately $50,000.000, of whieh ap- 
proximately four-fifths would  ac- 
crue from units now  in_ the 
Simmons system. The latter would 
acquire a company manufactur- 
ing a complete line of furniture, 
with a modern factory in Grand Rap- 
ids, having floor space of 1,218,260 
square feet, 

The Simmons Company, a holding 
and operating concern, has four furni- 
ture manufacturing plants in the 
United States, the chief of which is 
located at Kenosha, Wis., occupying 
90 buildings; the others are located 
at San Francisco, Elizabeth, N. J., 
and Atlanta, Ga.

COTTON 
BRIEFS 


BY W. G. HARDIN, 
Market Editor The Constitution 


Trade demand resulted in a slight 
advance of prices at closing time yes- 
terday on the cotton market. 


New York futures ranged upward 
2 to 8 points, while the New Orleans 
price level was up 6 points to 1 down. 


Southern selling throughout the day 
acted as a severe deterrent to the ad- 
vance, but was not strong enough to 
keep prices down. The upclimb at 
times was as much as 20 to 25 points 
on various contracts, but pressure lat- 
er cut this gain to the closing figures. 


_ The market appears to be in a well 
liquidated state, if further selling does 
not appear. It is the old, old story, 
however, of the goose that laid the 
golden egg. 

According to advices from the bat- 
tle front the selling at present is 
mainly for southern dealers, as in the 
past ‘at this season of the year. Ap- 
parently this class of traders are im- 
patient to take from the market what 
profits they can, fearing future de- 
clihnes. They impel the decline by 
their action. 


Hedging operations, however, are 
believed to have reached a climax so 
that with one eye on weather and the 
other on trade news, dealers in the 
futures market will probably not have 
to count this additional factor as de- 
gs of further serious considera- 
ion. 


The weight of trade speculation has 
apparently become equal to the pres- 
— of selling, for the time being at 
east. 


_There is at present an underlying 
Situation that puzzles many alleged 
marketwise speculators. 


The statistical position of cotton is 
indisputably bullish, and crop condi- 
tion is likewise of a nature to pro- 
mote a tendency for higher prices, 

The government, always a conserv- 
ative, has in issuing its September 1 
report kept to a ney figure, and not 
underestimated or overestimated the 
crop to such an extent as to cause 
much change. 

Further reactions downward may 
be in line but the tone should be for 
higher prices.

Pennington Picked Tire. 

The tire which will be subjected to 
the unique test was picked by the 
acting mayor from. the regular stock 
of the Select Tire Service, Inc., the 
new Atlanta complete automobile 
service plant that will open its doors 
officially Saturday morning at sun- 
rise. The tube in this tire is one of 
the new Goodrich air containers, 
which are said to be puncture sealing, 
and which will be manufactured here 
when the Atlanta plant of the B. F. 
Goodrich Rubber Company goes into 
production early next year. 

According to Ed Thilerius, man- 
ager of the new station, similar tests 
with Silvertown tires and these tubes 
have shown that they will stand up 
under the force of this impact when 
dropped from an altitude of 1,000 
feet. Just what will happen when the 
tire strikes the ground from the high- 
er altitude station officials would not 
predict. It is estimated that the tire 
will strike the ground at a speed of 
200 miles per hour. A regular wire 
wheel will be used and the tire has 
been inflated to the recommended 
pressure, In tests made from lower 
altitudes the: wheel has been badly 
bent and broken, but examination has 
shown not the slightest injury to the 
tire or the tube. 

Following the ted#t, the tire and 
wheel will be put on display at the 
Select station, where it will be one 
of a number of unusual tire and rub- 
ber displays arranged for the opening 
Saturday.
